The term "gaslighting" has been used colloquially since the 1960s[5] to describe efforts to manipulate 
someone's sense of reality. In a 1980 book on child sexual abuse, Florence Rush summarized George 
Cukor's 1944 film version of Gas Light, and writes, "even today the word [gaslighting] is used to 
describe an attempt to destroy another's perception of reality."[6]
